Coffin Supposed to Contain a Corpse 
Was Found to Be Filled 
With Cigars. 


A great effort is b eing made b y the 
French custom officials to b reak up 
the organization of smugglers which 
has lately b een carrying on a lucrative 
and ever-growing trade in contrab and 
b etween Belgium and France, says the 
London Express. 
During the last fortnight, writes the 
Antwerp correspondent 
of 
the Ex­ 
press, the French customs officials 
had several important successes. The 
first was the capture of a Belgian fish­ 
ing smack in the Straits of Dover. 
The vessel carried £ 1,000 worth of 
tdhacco. This contrab and cargo was 
confiscated, the vessel seized and the 
0Vnera were fined £ 1,025. 
On the 
same night a smugglers' haunt was 
raided at Dunkirk, and gr^ t q uanti­ 
ties of tob ac^ were seized. 
One of the latest devices was that 
employed b y a man who disguised 
tjipnuftif as a priest. He was li\ the 
liab it td Journeying from a Belgian 
frontier town into France every day 
with a laige q uantity of tob acco con­ 
cealed under his casgock. 
He r^um ed to B^glum not a porty 
pr i^ , hut a very lean, emaciated In- 
dlTfdnah 
The capture of the fictitious priest 
led the authorities to suspect a num­ 
b er of nuns who dally crossed the 
frcmtier Into France. A careful search 
has b een 
and In four oases 
the supposed nun was found to he a 
smuggler with many pounds of t o ^ - 
co and cli^OT hidden 
b eneath her 
heavy b lack skirt. 
Suspicion next fell upon the drivers, 
firemen and guards of the trains run­ 
ning b etween Brussels and Paris, and 


for some days every train has b een 
carefully 
searched. 
Hundreds 
of 
ITounds of tob acco have b een found 
hidden among the coal on the tenders. 
In one case the cushions of a car- 
i riage were found to b e stuffed with 
tob acco. In another a passenger, vrho 
was vvell known as a regular traveler 
on the line, was searched and found 
to b e loaded with contrab and.

third case an invalid, reposing on air 
cushions, was found to b e no invalid 
at all, and the cushions held tob acco 
instead of air. 
Perhaps the most grewsome dis­ 
covery was made when a coffin, sup­ 
posed to contain the b ody of a French­ 
man who died in Belgium, and was

State Superintendent of Schools W. 
T. Carrington has issued the following 
circular letter, which is of interest to 
all patrons of the pub lic schools; 
Many seem to think that the recent 
legislature passed some b ills affecting 
schools that it did not pass. Several 
b ills were introduced touching chang­ 
es in school district b oundary lines. 
One providing a means for changing 
b oundary lines of city school districts 
passed b oth houses, hut it was vetoed 
b y the governor. 
A b ill passed the house to compel 
the county b oard of education to en­ 
dorse a certificate issued in any other 
county. 
It failed to pass the senate. 
There is no law authorizing reciprocal 
recognition of 
certificates 
b etween 
counties. 
The b est 
that a county 
b oard can do in such m atters is to 
accept papers written at an examina­ 
tion in another county. 
There was no legislation affecting 
the election, duties or compensation 
of county school commissioners. 
A 
b ill providing for general county su­ 
pervision failed in the senate after 
having passed the house. 
A b ill to 
increase the power, duties and com­ 
pensation of the county commissioner 
failed in the house after having pass­ 
ed the senate. 
The b ill to authorize city school 
b oards to employ a superintendent of 
schools for two years passed the sen­ 
ate, b ut failed to pass the house. The 
decision of the courts that one sch(K)l 
b oard can not b ind its successor is 
still the law, and superintaidents and 
teachers can not b e employed for a 
longer term than one year.

Doyle’s Sherlock Holmes, has work ed 
out to perfection, writes the Fred­ 
erick , Md., correspondent of the Phil­ 
adelphia 
Record. 
Throughout 
the 
country there are thousands of ama­ 
teur “specialists in crime” who hav e 
tried to apply the wisdom of the mar­ 
v elous Bak er street detectiv e, only 
to get into trouble or to become the 
butts of ridicule. But Sheriff Young, 
of this county, firmly believ es in the 
Sherlock Holmes idea, and has prov ed 
his faith by his work s. The result 
Is that the “Mystery of the Brok en 
Window” in the plant of the Ox Fiber 
Brush company is solv ed, and three 
t 
men are In Jail charged with hav ing 
set fire to the place. 
This factory is on the outsk irts of 
the city which Barbara Frietchie made 
famous. Near it are the track s of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad and sev ­ 
eral repair shops. The factory prop­ 
erty is inclosed by a high fence, with 
a gate at the front. 
Fire was discov ered in the brush 
back department, which occupies one 
comer of the 
rambling 
two-story 
frame building k nown as the work s. 
By the aid of an automatic sprink ling 
dev ice and the local fire companies 
the blaze was extinguished without 
doing much damage. 
The sheriff was called upon to in­ 
v estigate. He look ed ov er the ground 
and, after sw'earing in a deputy to en­ 
act the role of Dr. Watson, the faith­ 
ful chronicler, he^ finally announced 
that he would arrest three men. 
In the first place the sheriff declar­ 
ed that the fire was of incendiary ori­ 
gin, for the persons who started it 
had gained 
admission 
through 
a 
brok en window. They had been em­ 
ployes of the factory and entirely fam- 
illiar with the premises, otherwise 
they would not hav e k nown that the 
most inflammable 
material 
In the 
place consisted of the bone-dry brush 
back s. 
They liv ed not far from the factory, 
because they had found it conv enient 
to steal cotton waste from the Balti­ 
more and Ohio shops, which waste 
was of a peculiar k ind, and could not 
be found anywhere else in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
The oil with which this 
waste was soak ed was of a grade used 
only by the railroad, and not to be 
purchased anywhere in the town. In 
a beer bottle found in an adjoining 
field remained some of that oil. 
There w’ere three men in the band, 
for the prints of three different sizes 
of feet were found in the soft marshy 
ground, one set going to the factory, 
the other turning from it. Whoev er 
the three men were, the sheriff k new 
they were patrons of a certain saloon, 
for the beer bottle in which the oil 
was carried bore the label of a West­ 
ern brewer, w’hose product was for 
sale in only one place in Frederick . 
He made Inquiries at the saloon, 
and learend that three discharged 
employes of the company had been 
there before the fire. 
One of them 
carried a bundle. 
They were seen 
later coming from the part of the 
town in which was the factory, but 
without the bundle, which was sup­ 
posed to contain the waste and the 
beer bottle. 
The prints of the feet showed that 
two of the men had worn shoes v ery 
much run down at the heels, while 
the sharper mark s indicated that the 
third had new shoes. The sheriff then 
learned from a local dealer that one 
of the suspected men had recently 
bought a pair of shoes. He obtained 
an exact duplicate of the pair pur­ 
chased, and they fitted the sharply 
defined track s. 
He thought It was about time to act, 
and so placed two of the men under 
arrest, and they implicated the third. 
After that. Just to clinch the case, he 
took them out to the factory gate and 
ask ed them if they would compare 
their thumbs with the mark s which 
appeared on the gate. The Imprint 
corresponded exactly with the config­ 
uration of the lines of a thumb of one 
of the men. They admitted that they 
had all gone throught that gate. 
“And by the way,” said the sheriff, 
“I might as well tell you that you rk n 
away from that factory lik e Sam Hill 
after you set the fire.”

written her by a prominent member 
of the United States senate. 
In the petition which Miss Wood 
presents to the district court, she al­ 
leges that Messrs. Wynne, Loeb and 
Miller carried out the conspiracy com­ 
plained of between January 1 and Oc­ 
tober 13, 1903. 
She had prepared, 
she asserts, manuscript for publica­ 
tion under tiie title "The Love Letters 
of a Boss," largely made up from let­ 
ters received from Senator Thomas 
G. Plat^ of New York, who was 71 
years old and "pretended to be des­ 
perately In love with this plaintiff." 
Miss Wood says she was engagé 
to marry Senator Platt, but because 
of his conduct the engagement was 
canceled on April 15, 1903. 
"For the purpose of trying to make 
an independent living in a literary 
field," the petition continues, "and as 
compensation for the peculiar humili­ 
ations and persecutions she had been 
subject to she determined to utilize 
such unfortunate and disagreeable ex- 
pm’iences and publish the said book 
containing said letters, which were 
mixed with political animosities and 
news. Said manuscript also being pre­ 
pared with an actual account of the 
replies thereto as near as it was pos­ 
sible for this plaintiff to remember.” 
Miss Wood charges that the defend­ 
ants, learning of her intention to pub­ 
lish her book, conspired with the au­ 
thor of the letters or with his politi­ 
cal enemies to get possession of the 
manuscript and original letters by any 
possible means, "for the purpose of 
holding the same over the author and 
possibly to hold for ransom in addi­ 
tion, and thus force said author to do 
or not to do certain things.” 
It is alleged in Miss Wood’s peti­ 
tion that J. Martin Miller was engaged 
by the defendants to represent him­ 
self to her as an author and publish­ 
er, and to solicit the manuscript for 
her book, with a contract to publish It 
under his own name. She describes 
the negotiation which resulted in the 
surrender of the manuscript to Miller 
under a contract, and adds that Miller 
borrowed money from her after ob­ 
taining the manuscript. 
Miss Wo o d alleges that she was de­ 
coyed to New York to read proofs of 
the book and found no proofs were 
ready. She says she demanded the 
return of the manuscript, which Mil­ 
ler refused, and that the latter de­ 
manded "many thousands of dollars" 
from her. 
Then, according to the petition. 
Miller told Miss Wood he would not 
only retain the manuscript, but had 
been instructed to obtain all of Sena­ 
tor Platt’s letters and those of Lillian 
T. Janeway to the plaintiff. Miller. 
Miss Wood declares, displayed a Uni­ 
ted States secret service badge and 
threatened her with public detention 
and search unless she would go with 
him to a lawyer’s office and deposit 
with the lawyer all papers in her pos­ 
session. This lawyer, she says, was 
Abraham H. Hummel. 
The petition sets forth that Miller’s 
threats induced Miss Wood to deposit 
a portion of the papers with the attor­ 
ney, "who assumed to represent Frank 
H. Platt, who, he alleged, was about 
to get out an Injunction against the 
publlcaUon of said book, ‘The Love 
Letters of a Boss.’" 
Miss Wood asserts that the defend­ 
ants caused charges to be made that 
she was about to sue Senator Platt 
for breach of promise, and had settled 
the matter. She declares these state­ 
ments were known by defendants to 
be false, and that she never intended 
to bring such a suit She then relates 
that by the conduct of the defendants 
she was compelled to sign receipts for 
$20,000 which she never received. 
Miss Wood formerly lived in Oma­ 
ha. where she was a practicing attor­ 
ney. and for that reason she came here 
to file her suit 
‘T came home where I am known," 
said Miss Wood. "Pack in New York 
and Washington I have been maligned 
and my enemies are so powerful, both 
politically and financially, that a lone 
woman stands ver little chance of 
justice. But here in Omaha, where 
I am known, I feel that I can get Jus­ 
tice. 
"Despite the reports to the con­ 
trary. I never brought 
suit against 
Senator Platt for breach of promise, 
nor did I intend to do so. I was afraid 
the senator might beat me out by 
agreeing to fulfill his promise and 
marry me. 
•T d<m't know whether to think the 
d^endants in this suit were In the 
employ of Senator Platt when, as I 
allege, they secured the mannsaript of 
my book, or whether tìiey were mn- 
ployed by enmnies of Platt who wlsh- 
^ to secure the manuscript io r pur­ 
poses of their own.

The hands up at Binghamton on the 
Delaware and Hudson railroad held a 
pretty solemn service the other day, 
says the New York Sun. They were 
about to part with old Engine 148, 
which for the past 16 years has done 
duty over the road between the Parlor 
City and Albany. Not only the men 
who had been intimately associated 
with the fine old piece of machinery, 
but everybody that knew anything 
about her gathered to see her start 
out for the repair shops at Oneonta. 
The hostler had wiped her up till 
every piece shone like glass and had 
been made to look as pretty as possi­ 
ble. 
Then a picture was taken of her for 
the local papers, so that the men 
might have something to remember 
her by when she was gone. And if 
anybody doubts that men may come 
to love a maciiine, he should have 
been present when those employes 
took their final farewell of 148 as she 
rolled out on the main track and 
steamed away toward Oneonta. 
Old 148 began service on a passen­ 
ger run from Binghamton to Oneonta. 
Samuel Wilcox, who has 
been on the road for the past 18 
years, tells wonderful tales about the 
engine in those doys. 
He gets fairly enthusiastic as he 
thinks over what she did when In her 
prime. You would not get tired list­ 
ening to his stories, for he knows just 
how to tell them. 
When the engine began to get crip­ 
pled and lame from hard work climb­ 
ing the mountains through and over 
which the Delaware and Hudson runs, 
they took her oh and set her to work 
pushing other trains up the terrible 
grades near Binghamton. Everybody 
acQuainted with the road knows about 
those grades In the neighborhood of 
the tunnel. 
Here 148 worked for a long time, 
but finally she was taken off and put 
to work in the Binghamton yards as 
switch engine. Now she has become 
so crippled up that even that service 
seems too hard for her, so that when 
a Chicago man came along and made 
an offer for her the officials thought 
It best to let her go, although the 
price did seem low. And she must be 
overhauled before she can go away 
West to finish up her work. 
"She can do more work than half 
the engines they make in these days,” 
one man said, as he stood with his 
hands behind his back watching the 
tender of the engine fading out down 
the line. "They make few such en­ 
gines nowadays. 
"I’ll bet there will be 10 years of 
good service In 148 when they get her 
boilers fixed up and some other things 
made good. And only time can tell, 
but If I am not mistaken the men that 
handle her out West will think just 
as much of her as we do." 
They do tell some wonderful stories 
about the achievements of the old en­ 
gine. Some of them may be true and 
some of them may be slightly imag­ 
inative. For Instance, Conductor M. 
J. Touhey says she could climb right 
back to the track if ever she got off, 
and go on to the end of her trip. 
It will do to repeat, anyway. 
One nasty night In the fall of the 
year while making one of her runs at 
a bad place to the road, 148 made a 
slip and- jumped the rail. 
"We all got down,” the man said 
who tells the story, "supposing that 
we were in for an all night job get­ 
ting her back. Some of us stood 
around looking at her while the flag­ 
men were going out and the tools were 
being got ready to run her back on 
the rails. 
"We had cut her off from the rest 
of the train and nobody except the 
engineer was on her. 
I remember 
some of them were pretty cross. It 
was a stormy, bad night, and the out­ 
look wasn’t very favorable, I will ad­ 
mit 
"We expected nothing but that we 
would have to send for help. We did 
not know old 148 as well then as we 
did afterward. 
" ‘Don’t you worry,” the migineer 
said when he got sick and tired of 
hiring us find fault with her for 
playing us such a mean trick. ‘She 
couldn't help leaving the rail. Look 
at it! 
You couldn't walk it straight 
yours^.’ 
"And while we were fussing aroimd, 
at once she gave a bound and

Facts Taken From the Census 
Bureau Reports. 


INTERESTING ITEMS GIVEN. 


Conditions Favorable for Building— 
Some of the Large Systems-— 
Other Points. 


Just now when there is so much In- 
terurban talk flying about, the foUow- 
Ing facts gleamed from the special 
^ 
reports on street and electric railwaia 
gathered by the bureau of the census 
of the department of commerce an< 
labor will prove of interest. 
The conditions which favor the de 
velopment of interurhan railways may 
be considered from the standpoint of 
the amount of traffic and from that oi 
cost of service. Prom the standpoint 
of traffic the favoring conditions are a 
coinparative dense population, aris­ 
ing from many and populous towns 
and villages; connected with a lai^^e 
dty, which attracts travel from the 
amallmr towns and rural districts, and 
from whidi also summer traffic may 
be carried to res<nts and rural dis* 
trld s; g^eral m taiial prosperity and 
tnteligmioe. 
From the standpoint of 
eost the Important oonslderatlon is 
that the terrttWT to be served shall 
be omnparatively level, and otherwise 
free from physical obstacles to eco- 
nmnical construction and operatton. 
It win he found by detaUed study of 
the existing intrnnrlmn raUways that 
in sections where they are most ccm- 
^ 
spicuously developed several or all 
of these conditions are present 
hi proportioii to 4ts area, Massa-^ 
ehusetts has much more electric imU- 
way mileage than any other state.

Only rough approximation 
can 
be 
made on this subject. Conditions pe­ 
culiar to each railway make it Im­ 
possible to draw from its experiences 
definite conclusions that can be re­ 
garded as typicaL The greatest dif­ 
ficulty is found in determining the ex­ 
tent of the population which is to be 
considered as contributory to a gives 
railway. 
For example, wnere an Interurhan 
railway connects a group of small 
towns with a large city, the resident 
population of the small towns usually 
furnishes much more traffic in the ag­ 
gregate than the resident population 
of the city, although the inhabitants 
of the city may greatly out-number 
those of all the other towns. The lat­ 
ter contributes some traffic, but it 
would be obviously improper to com­ 
bine the population of the large city 
with that of the small towns in cal­ 
culating the per capita traffic. Where 
two large cities are connected by an 
electric railway, which also serves in­ 
termediate towns, the traffic furnished 
by the cities is likely to be somewhat 
greater than where only a single city 
Is served. The amount of traffic will 
depend largely upon the distance be­ 
tween the two cities and the compara-

The fast interurban rail­ 
ways of these states are tending more 
and more to compete with steam rail­ 
ways tmr passenger traffic, even for 
rides of considerable 
length.

electric lines have been and are still 
being ciMistructed witb a view to ulti­ 
mate combination into extensive sys­ 
tems. 
While the links have usually 
been built only where the local busi­ 
ness itself was expected to prove prof­ 
itable, the possibilities of 
through 
service have 
always 
been kept in 
mind. Already, in several places, the 
meeting of such shorter electric lines 
has made it possible 
to take long 
journeys by electric care, in some 
cases without the n e c ^ ity of change. 
Ccnnblnatfon of detached lines into 
systems is being found, as was the 
case with the

railways, to 
bring mimy advmntages to the public 
In the way of through cars and well 
adjusted ac^edules. as well as to the 
owners In the way of economical oper- 
atioii.

s ordinarily less to attract travel on 
such a railway, and the ratio between 
the earnings and population served 
may be expected to be lower than the 
n.tio in the case of railways connect­ 
ing with laige cities. 
It is quite impossible from the avail­ 
able statistics of population to deter­ 
mine the number of the inhabitants 
of rural communities who can be con­ 
sidered as tributary to an interurban 
railways. 
Ordinarily the township, 
which is the unit for recording the 
population is of such large area that 
only a small portion of its inhabitants 
have access to a 
railway 
running 
through it In some cases, to be sure 
interurban lines draw a considerable 
proportion of their traffic from the 
farming class. 
Uusually, however, 
much the greater part of the traffic is 
furnished by the inhabitants of towns. 
In discussing the broader question 
regarding the social and economical 
significance 
of 
interurban 
railway 
raffic it is difficult to avoid entrance 
nto the domain of prophecy. 
Some 
of the electric railways have already 
made such progress in methods that 
certain prophets look forward to the 
complete superceding of steam trac­ 
tion by electric traction. 
However 
this may be, it is evident that, even 
if the electric railways confine them­ 
selves to the methods already widely 
prevalent, they are to become a social 
and economic factor of enormous im­ 
portance. 
Remarkable benefits have 
already been realized from the exist­ 
ing interurban lines, and the extension 
of such railways to a large proportion 
of our more prosperous communities 
seems but a matter of a short time. 


A great effort is being made by the 
French custom officials to break up 
the organization of smugglers which 
has lately been carrying on a lucrative 
and ever-growing trade in contraband 
between Belgium and France, says the 
London Express.

It is probable that all high-jump rec­ 
ords were eclipsed by Harry Wilson 
when he flung himself over the wall 
of the canyon Just below Shoshone 
Falls, on the Snake river, and shot 
down into the pool, 235 f^ t below, 
says the Portland Oregonian. 
The water has a fail of 210 feet, and 
the canyon wall immediately below 
rises some 25 feet higher. Wilson an­ 
nounced to some companions he could 
jump into the stream with safety, and 
proposed to make the leap. The oth­ 
ers sought to dissuade him, but he 
waved them back, and, standing upon 
a point just below a rock known as 
Lovers' Leap, proceeded to disrobe. 
When he had stripped to his draw­ 
ers he turned to a crowd of about KKl 
assembled on the hank, waved his 
hand and sprang from the rock. 
It 
was from the cliff on the right of the 
tolls that the daring jump was made. 
Little could be seen of the descent of 
the reckless man, as the line of vision 
was q uickly cut off. 
He turned over once before he dis­ 
appeared below the line of rock, and 
was not seen again until he was ob­ 
served swimming in the river by per­ 
sons who had gained a position ftom 
which they could look down into the 
great caldron below the falle. His 
stroke was strong, and with ease he 
reached the shore and clambered upon 
a projecting ledge of Ice which re­ 
mained unmelted in the shadow on 
the south side of the river. 
When assistance reached the jump­ 
er he was found none the worse for 
the dizzy leap excepting that a cut 
appeared on one leg from which blood 
was flowing freely. He walked away 
from the scene, and later mounted his 
horse and rode off. 
Wilson said afterward he had no 
idea of the height. He turned several 
somersaults during his d^ c ^ t and 
struck the water feet first The man 
was somewhat under the influence of 
liq uor at the time of his hair-brained 
adventure. 
Wilson Is a half-breed from Oktoho- 
ma, and is apparently about 25 years 
of age. After getting out of the wa­ 
ter he rode to Twin Falls City, five 
miles, and a picture of him was tekm 
there the same afternoon, the costume 
being the same in whicfii he made the 
jump. 
Shoshone fhlls are on the Snake 
river, 25 mUm south of the town ci 
Shoshone, and ahont 125 miles firom

They make more dollars and ruin 
m oi^ Ures under the pall of Pittsburg 
smoke than anywhere else in all the 
world. The great steel district takes 
Into its capacious maw human flesh

The complicated machinery 
employed compels great risk. 
The 
danger increases when mere is neg­ 
lect to prov ide the proper safeguards. 
There are other places besides Pitts- 
burg, says the St. Joseph Press-News,

The railroads of the coun<^-y 
kill and maim their hundreds of pas­ 
sengers and their tens of hundreds of 
employes. 
We are getting rich.

FITZHUGK LEE. 
One of the most Inspiring features 


of our recent American history—and 
one that is brimful of hope for the 
permanence and the strength of the 
Union—was, says the New York Com­ 
mercial, the spectacle of oU Confed­ 
erate generals like “Joe” Wheeler and 
Fitzhugh Lee rushing to the defense of 
their country when it was menaced 
by a foreign foe In 189 8 and donning 
again the uniforms that they had torn 
off in '61 in order to fight the battles 
of their own Southland. A nation that 
can produce patriots of that stripe, can 


show to the whole world 
reconcili­ 
ation so sincere and so complete with­ 
in thirty-three years of the close of 
the bloodiest civ il war in history— 
for these men are not exceptions, but 
only types of the whole—need hav e no 


fear of its future. 
The passing of General Lee is a 
genuine, a most acute loss to the 
whole reunited country from ocean 
to ocean. 
It Is especially so to the 
people of Virginia—the Old Domin­ 
ion in which he was bom, where he 
was rocked in the cradle of the Cav a­ 
liers. where the greater part of his 
most useful life was spent, and where 
the influence of a character altogether 
strong and lov able was most closely 


and constantly felt and univ ersally 
appreciated. 
No Southerner fought 
harder for “the cause” than he; no 
American, dead or liv ing, did more 
than he for the re-cementing of the 
Union after his rev ered uncle had re­ 
linquished his sword to Grant at Appo­ 
mattox. 
He was ev ery inch a man 
and a soldier. He wore his sword and 
sat his saddle as if born to battle; but 
in peace no man was ev er milder or 
a more conscientious and hard-work­ 


ing public serv ant. 
« I shall nev er forget,” said a nation- 
al-guard staff officer last night, “the 
scene at Yorktown on the occasion of 
the dedication of the monument there 
in 1881 to commemorate the surrender 
of Lord Cornwallis. The troops from 
a score and a half of states were pass­ 
ing in rev iew before President Arthur,

It Has Been Ord ered in City of 
Warsaw. 


MONDAY’S KILLING IS CAUSE 


Soldiers Wound Women and Children 
and Attack People In Church 
—City Quiet Today . 


Warsaw, May 2, Noon.—The city is 
apparently outwardly quiet, but the 
situation is none the less grav e. 
Workmen are going from lactory to 
factory compelling their comrades to 
strike. 
Thirty or more of those killed yes­ 
terday are still unidentified. 
During yesterday's micounter 
the 
troops not only fired a v olley, but 
used the buits of their rifles and bay­ 
onets and swords. Many women and 
children had heads and limbs broken. 
At Kalisz, during serv ices in the 
church, soldiers entering the building 
attacked the people, wounding many. 
The committee of the social demo­ 
cratic party later in the day issued a 
manifesto proclaiming a general strike 
and calling out all workmen immedi­ 
ately, in consequence of yesterday's 
bloodshed.

TREES THAT GIVE COCOA. 


Co co anut Palm and Cacao Tree Bo th 
Handso me Specimena. 
Many of us who use cocoa and 
cocoanuts daily do not know that they 
are obtained from two distinct trees. 
The cocoanut p alm is the fruit of a 
tall and graceful p alm tree, whereas 
the cocoa, or more p rop erly cacao, is 
the p owdered seed of a small and 
handsome tree, bearing no resem­ 
blance to the cocoa p alm. 
In fact, 
the cacao tree is closely allied to the 
linden or lime trees. No one who has 
ever seen the p eculiar ap p earance p re­ 
sented by the cacao tree will be likely 
to mistake it for anything else. The 
tree itself grows to a height of twen­ 
ty or twenty-five feet, with a rather 
smooth and 
slender trunk, thick, 
bushy and symmetrical top , and hand­ 
some brcMLd, oval leaves of a deep p ur­ 
p le or brOnze color. Instead of grow­ 
ing at the end of the branches or 
twigs, as do most blossqms, the flow­ 
ers bud out directly from the bark of 
the limbs and trunk. The flowers are 
small and insignificant, hut the fruit, 
shap ed like a cucumber, grows to a 
large size, sometimes eight or ten 
feet In length and three or four inches 
across. 
It is brilliantly colored or­ 
ange, red or yellow, and under favor^ 
able conditions fairly covers the tree, 
and is a beautiful sight.

A MEETING IN KANSAS CITY. 


If Law Stands Test, Misso uri Wo men 
Can No Lo ng er Wear Plumes 
On Their Bo nnets. 


Louis Lyon, of a wholesale millinery 
firm, has been sent to Jefferson City 
and St. Louis to see the state authori­ 
ties regarding the Walmsley game 
law bill, says the Kansas City Jour­ 
nal. 
The W^holesale Milliners’ asso­ 
ciation held a meeting on Friday night 
for the p urp ose of conferring with 
Harry Walmsley, instigator of the bill. 
They wanted to know what would 
hap p en after the bill became a law. 
Wamsley rep lied that he exp ected it 
to be carried out. The bill is to be­ 
come op erative June 16. 
“Then what 
will 
become of the 
p lumes we get from abroad?” C. BL 
Lyon, secretary of the association, 
faiquired. Mr. Lyon Is a member of 
M wholesale fitm. 
After hearing the question p ut, Mr. 
Walmsley looked over the cop y of the 
bin and rep lied: 
•Tt go^ further than I thought It 
would, hut it seems to me that you 
will not even be p ermitted to hold or 
iell feathers of any birds hut the 
seven varieties menUoned lu the bllL” 
These 
seven 
varieties 
are four 
sp ecies of the hawk, the mudhen, the 
horned owl and the crow. 
“You can sell the p lumes of those 
birds.” 
“You could not sell a ton of them 
for a dime,” retorted one member of 
the association. 
Walmsley admitted 
that “It seemed a hit tough.” 
“What were you driving at when 
you framed the hill, Mr. Walmsley?” 
the member from Kansas City was 
asked. 
*T was try ing to p rotect the Amen- 
can birds, but I'M admit that this 
bars the parro t, the bird frmn Tim- 
bneto o and eU the balance o f them.” 
One mmnher ex po stulated that Ms 


firm has a ship ment valued at |5,000 
due to arrive yesterday. 
“Under this law we will Lave to see 
the whole lot confiscated?” he added 
Interrogatively. 
“That Is about the size oi. It,” was 
the answer of Mr. Walmsley. 
There was a conference among the 
members, which ended by their agree­ 
ing to send Mr. Lyon, or some one 
else, to hunt up the state game wardmi 
without loss of Uem. 
“What are you going to him for? 
Maybe I can help you out,” said the 
famous author 
of 
the 
hiU. 
Mr. 
Walmsley was told the millinery sup ­ 
p ly men wanted to know what con­ 
struction the new game warden would 
p ut on the section regarding foreign 
birds. 
A lawyer who was p resent dashed 
that ray of hop e to earth hy discover­ 
ing that the hiU made every sheriff, 
marshal, p oliceman and •constable a 
dep uty game warden. 
The associa­ 
tion told Rep resentative Walmsley it 
would mean the confiscation of p lumes 
in Kansas City worth $250,000. 
“What does it m^m to you. gentle­ 
men?” asked Mr. Walmsley, thinking 
he had not heard arighL 
“It means p utting every one of us 
out of business,” was the answer, “and 
with us will go all the retail stores 
in the state.” 
The bill was at first regarded in 
the legislature as a chronic measure 
of the Audubon society. The house 
p assed it first, sup p osing the senate 
would kill it. However, there was a 
senatorial election on and Wamsley 
began voting for 
members 
of the 
state senate for the United 
States 
senate. The rep ort was, and Wams­ 
ley did not deny it, that he was get­ 
ting p ledges for his bill in return for 
his votes. Whether that was true or 
not, Wamsley's bill p assed the senate 
and Governor Folk signed it. Rep re­ 
sentative Wamsley admitted to the 
wholesale milliners that he had in 
mind the p rotection 
of 
game and 
p lumage birds only, and that he had 
not thought of the millinery end of it 
when he was p utting his hill through. 
“You ought to have told me about 
this disastrous feature of it,” the rej^ 
resentative exiK>stulated. 
“The seih 
Sion iMted seventy days.” 
“We did not wake up tlB we read 
it Locdi at thlSp ’* said one of the 
liners, at the same time p umn« out 


of his p ocket a clip p ing from the Jour^ 
nal telling of the scop e of the hUl. 
Mr. Wamsley admithad that ao iur 
as he ccTuld see the milliners would 
have to make a comp lete rep ort to the 
authorities of all 
feath^s in their 
p ossesion, excep ting of the sevmi var­ 
ieties nam^d, in order that they m li^t 
be taken and destroyed. 
The milliners thanked Mr. Wams­ 
ley for meeting with thmn. 
“But the thanks stop right there,” 
said one Jobber, laughing at the same 
time. Yesterday it was learned that 
the wholesalers had agreed to raise 
a fund of $5,000 to take the matter 
into the courts. “We simp ly have to 
do it. We do not want to he closed 
up by this fool bill, for that is what 
It is. 
The state game warden miqr 
construe that the hill does not ap p ly 
to feathers of foreign birds; but that 
would not he safe. Any little rural 
constable could cause our customers 
trouble. It Is the most audacious hill 
I ever heard of. I do not know what 
will hap p en ultimately, but I can say 
right now it will never he entoced. 
We will go Into court and tie the 
hands of the game warden. That will 
keep alive till the next legislature 
meets. 
'Then we will have the hill 
rep ealed. 
Nobody wants a fool hill 
like that on the hooks. I do not know 
what induced Governor Folk to sign 
such a thing. 
I do not know 
o i a 
single Missouri bird that is 
sh o t ft» 
milliners* uses.”

Reo Mving liquo r, receiving and dln- 
po aing 
liqimr, illicit distilling, dis­ 
po sing o f liquo r, having liquo r in po s- 
aesskm, giving liquo r to Indians, aid- 
* 
to « an Indian to o btain liquo r, dls- 
^^kffiUng liquo r witho ut a go vernment 
<^c. Unde Sam has tried to 
the laws so perfect that an In- 
dian can In no way o btain a dricdc o f 
whiskey, but as fast as priso ners are 
discharged fro m the federal pri» m 
o th m co me in, so me o f them fo r a 
seco nd and a third term, but “bo o t- 
lo ggers” co ntinue to do business in 
^ 
' the Territo ry, and will keep it up fo r- 
^ 
-ever. 
Ho w Term Origlni^ii. 
The term o riginated first with mmi 
who ca rried bo ttles 
whiskey in 
their bo o t-l^ and to o k them o ut, 
W 
wo ld a drink, and t h ^ hid them there 
W 
wiien searched by the o fficers. The 
I ' 
first few mmi did that, but then o thmrs 
became mme cardul and if all o f 
the m o d^ co ntrived by “bo o t-leg^rs” 
fo r carrying whiskey were placed o n 
exhibiticm they wo uld fo rm an inter- 
siting and valuable co llectio n. 
Of the “bo o t-leggers” at the fed- 
mal priso n o ne o f the mo st fo mo us, 
because o f his calling. Is a man erho 
has a certificate and a license as a 
preacher. 
He had a church in the 
Indian Territo ry and his co ngregatio n 
wa s nummo us. Men came fro m near 
and far to attend his services and he 
wa s a mo st po pular fello w; so much 
•o that revenue o fficers began to sus­ 
pect that he 
a little to o po pular. 
They made a raid o n his ho use a few 
times, but all they fo und were several 
“bibles” in the bo tto m o f his trunk 
and after turning o ver the leaves o f 
a few o f these each time they wo uld 
depart mystified. At last o ne o f the 
revenue o fficers o r 
deputy 
United 
States marshals, mo re bright than the 
rest, co ncluded to lo o k at the “blbles” 
fro m the bo tto m up and his search 
was rewarded by finding that o f abo ut 
twelve “blbles” in the stack all but 
three -were o f cellulo id and filled with 
whiskey. 
Then the reaso n fo r his 
undue po pularity became manifest.

No two “bo o t-leggera” no w 
wo rk the same scheme fo r smuggling 
whiskey in to the Indian Territo ry. 
Tlie o ld plan was to have a kero sene 
can with a false bo tto m. The fo lse 
bcMto m held the whiskey while the 
upper po rtio n held kero sene. But 
United States deputy marshals so cm 
learned to lo o k underneath the cans 
u d there fo und shall pings which, 
wten umiCTewed, wo uld permit the 
liquo r to run o ut 
Later a man who intro duce the 
ps^imatic ho rse 
co llar cauM the 
go vernment's o fficers no little do u­ 
ble. 
The “bo crt:-leggers” wo uld pur- 
jehase thes^ fix small taps o r fo uc^ts 
to thmn, o o vm* these 
with leather 
ifid then fill the co llars with 
whisky, and no t air. 
When th ^ 
wo uld meet a thirsty individual alo ng 
the ro ad they wo uld 
unscrew 
the 
vidve, fill a cup fro m the iio rse co l­ 
lar, and thffii drive o n. 
Later It was no ticed that there was 
a gmat demand fo r co co anuts in the 
Indian Terrlto iT and Uncle Sam's o f­ 
ficers, in seamhlng abo ut to ascertain 
tbe reaso n fo r the demand ascertained 
that “bo o t-leggers” 
wo uld 
bo ll tbe 
meat fro m these shells, fill them ^ with 
whiskey and plu« » P 
a putty that r^embled in i^Io r the 
shell o f the co co anut. No w all i^ico a- 


nuts shipped Into the Territo ry have 
their ends examined when placed o n 
sale. 


Wooden Leg Useful. 
A mo st unique 
plan evo lved fo r 
“bo o t-legging” ¿.nd which came very 
near being as the name Implies was 
that o f a wo o den-legged man who had 
a leg manufactured with a tin lining 
which he filled with whiskey and had 
a screw tap co ncealed o n the bo tto m. 
He carried several pints in the leg 
and was do ing a lucrative business 
until o ne day a deputy marshal hap­ 
pened to no tice the plug o n the bo t­ 
to m o f the leg as the man had his 
legs cro ssed and that sealed his fate 
fo r a few years. 
The last man to be received at the 
priso n who had his o wn inventio n fo r 
“bo o t-legging” whiskey was a negro , 
mentio n o f who se arrival was made a 
few days ago . 
He had 
a rubber 
chicken manufactured 
and feathers 
were glued o n it In such a manner as 
to deceive the deputy United States 
marshals. 
Ho wever 
o ne 
day 
the 
chicken leaked whiskey and the negro 
was caught 
The priso n o fficials are wo ndering 
what unique plan the next batch o f 
“bo o t-leggers” will have who arrive 
at the priso n to serve terms. 
W hy Laws Are Stringent 
Uncle Sam has been careful fo r 
many years abo ut 
Indians 
getting 
whiskey, and well be might be. 
In 
o ne o f the early Indian wars this 
co untry bad, wben It was still ruled 
by England, the French gave the Indl- 
fins rum with gunpo wder in it and 
histo ry relates that !t 
made them 
mo re blo o dthirsty than usual and they 
scalped men, wo men and childrmi. 
During the early days o f the war 
with Mexico a detachment*o f United 
States tro o ps persuaded so me Indians 
to acco mpany them to the bo rder and 
there, befo re go ing into the fight, an 
army surgeo n advised the co mmanding 
o fficer to give the Indians all o f the 
whiskey they co uld drink because It 
wo uld make them fight much mo re 
fiercely. 
The o fficer did as he was 
advised and the Indians no t o nly kflled 
Mexicans, but Americans also . 
The lesso n was eno ugh fo r Uncle 
Sam. Fro m that time o n ho began to 
make stringent laws 
to 
keep his 
wards and whiskey separated and al­ 
tho ugh tho usands o f men have served 
time fo r dispo sing o f it to them the 
stream o f “bo o t-leggers” co ntinue to 
po ur into the 
federal 
priso ns and 
there is no telling when the crime 
will cease; perhaps whmi no mo re 
whiskey Is made.

Thus Nan Patterso n represents the 
ideal o f these po o r, fo o lish glrte. No t 
the Nan Patterso n o f to day, who has 
languished in a cell fo r almo st a year. 
No t the Nan Patterso n who sits trem­ 
bling and co wering by her lawyer. In 
the very shado w o f the electric chair, 
while he fights fo r her life. Oh, no . 
The Nan Patterso n o f their dreams, 
and the o ne they desire to be is the 
Nan Patterso n o f yesterday—the pret­ 
ty Flo ro do ra cho rus

By accident he disco vered a germicide 
that kills tubercular bacilli, yet do es 
no t affect the albumen o f the blo o d.

Van 9 o u- 
ten o r Ten Bro eck's high frequency 
apparatus, increases to suppo sedly a 
millio n vo lts with such lo w amperage 
that when sho t into the flesh thro ugh 
a Sno w's vacuum surface electro de 
the patient feels no unpleasant sensa­ 
tio ns. 
He smears his germicide o n the pa­ 
tient’s bfo ast, back o r sides and ap­ 
plies the electro de. 
A 
gas 
arises 
fro m the deco mpo sitio n o f the germi­ 
cide, and Its ato ms uniting with the^ 
electrical electro ns pass o n Into the" 
lung tissues, benumbing the bacilli 
and leaving to the white blo o d co rpus­ 
cles o nly the task o f carrying o ff the 
bacilli. 
Thus the white co rpuscles 
do no t have to die to pro duce the to xin 
themselves, and thereby beco me co n­ 
gested in the blo o d vessels encrysting 
the bacilli and preventing the swarms 
o f co rpuscles fro m gaining access to 
them. 
So me time 
ago 
Dr. Go ss experi­ 
mented with a cadaver, and, upo n dis­ 
secting it, fo und traces o f the gas at 
a depth o f eight inches belo w the sur- 
face. Patients detect the taste o f the 
gas immediately after treatment. Dr. 
Go ss also finds traces o f the gas in 
the sputum o f patients, pro ving co n­ 
clusively that the 
electricity 
do ^ 
carry the germicide ato ms Into the 
lung tissues. The bacilli in the sput­ 
um o f patients treated by Dr. Go ss 
canno t be develo ped In cultures so as 
to repro duce. All o f the 32 patients 
tho ught by Dr. Go ss to be cured are 
free fro m co ugh, 
and 
have gained 
many po unds o f flesh. 'The mo st rigid 
examinatio n sho ws no traces o f tuber- 
cular bacilli In their sputum. 
Dr. Go ss has received many letters 
fro m physicians, all o f who m are en­ 
co uraging him to carry o ut his Inves- 
tigatío ns. 
He declares that he has 
no t and will no t patent his disco very, 
and that it is free to the wo rld. He 
runs no sanitarium, and accepts o nly 
patients who se family physician has 
assured them 
that 
the 
treatment 
seems to them practicable. 
Dr. G<^8 Is a man o f abo ut 55 years, 
blunt, bluff and hearty, and Intensely 
interested In electricity and his pro ­ 
fessio n.
